the. heathen savages have become peaceable, devoted 
children of God through faith in Christ as their Sav- 
our and Lord; And now, in God’s mysterious provi- 
aence-a cablegram brings the sad news that Mr. Abel 
-was : itijured "in arn _dptomobile accident early this 
month: at’ Woolwich, England, and died soon after- 
ward. = Many of God’s people throughout the world 
wilt be saddened by this word. Mr. Abel’s infrequent 
furloughs in England:and America have brought biess- 
ing to -many... His presence. and messages at the 
Thanksgiving Conference last November at America’s 
Keswick will not be forgotten. He was a loved personal 

iend of. members. of the Times staff and of many 
others in North America. ._He. seemed to be in the 
prime of physical health and ‘stre ; with years of 
‘needed ministry ahead in his field in Papua. As we 
ask the natural question, “Why should he have been 
taken?” let us remember how the. early Christians 
must have asked thé same question when they learned 
of the sudden death of Stephen, and James the brother 
of John, and other outstanding and needed leaders. 
We do not know; but God knows, and God is love, 
and God makes no mistakes. As one thinks of this 
beloved brother in Christ the Scripture passages about 
another Abel come to mind,—that man so early in 
the history of the race who showed his faith in God 
by. the blood, sacrifice ‘6f a lamb. It is of the man 
whom our Lord called. “frighteous Abel” that the 
Scripture is written: -“He being-dead yet speaketh” 
(Heb. 11:4), and this is true in of Charles Abel.

The Really Triumphal Entry 


God has planned two notable entries for his Son 
into Jerusalem as King*of the Jews. One of these 
occurred nineteen centuries ago, and is being studied 
this month in the Sunday-school lesson in Matthew 
21, “Jesus Acclaimed“as King.” It is commonly called 


the Triumphal Entry, and Matthew tells us that the 


Lord fulfilled the prophecy in Zechariah 9:9 which 
tells Jerusalem to rejoice because “thy King cometh 
unto thee: he is just, and having salvation; lowly, 
and riding upon.an ass, aad upon a colt the foal of an 
ass.” While the multitude did indeed shout “Hosanna 
‘to the son of David,” it was far from being a triumphal 
entry, for the same multitude was soon shouting, “Cru- 
cify him.” Our Lord’s use of the ass, the lowly beast 
of burden, was undoubtedly symbolic of his coming 
then, as Zechariah prophesied, tq bring salvation rather 
than judgment; peace for those who would accept 
their peace with through him, -rather than war. 
As..Matthew Henry. comments: - “Horses were kept 
only by great men, and for war. Christ could have 
summoned a cherub to carry him: (Psa, 18:10); but 
though by his name Jah, which speaks him God, he 
rides upon the heavens, yet now by his name Jesus, 
Immanuel, God with us, in his state of humiliation 
he rides upon an ass.” The really triumphal entry 
is yet to come, and the King then will not ride upon 
the lowly beast of burden but upon the horse of war. 
“And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; 
and he that sat upon him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. . .. And he hath on his vesture and on his 


thigh a name written, KInG oF KINGS, AND Lorp oF 
Lorps” (Rev. 19:.11, 16). What a triumphal entry 
th t will be! It may be at Armageddon, but the King 
will move on in triumph until he establishes again 
the throne of David and reigns over the whole earth 
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Christianity’s Greatest Problem

act that the New Testament has far more to say 
about living “the Life that is Christ” than about 
getting saved. -The message of how to be saved is 
given clearly and unmistakably in the New Testament, 
with a plain declaration of the tragic and eternal con- 
sequences of sin in the lives of those who are not 
saved; but then we find that the great burden of 
the New Testament is that those who are saved should 
live out their salvation. Are we doing this? If every 
child of God on earth would do it for twenty-four 
hours, what a harvest of souls now lost would be 
swept into life! 


“Lead Us Not Into Temptation ”

E HAVE been looking back upon the past 

with its failure and sin. Now we face the 

future, and pray, “Lead us not into temptation.” 
Bread for today; forgiveness for the past, protection 
for the future. 

We have sinned. We are forgiven. If only we 
could ‘say, “Our -soul is escaped as a bird out of the 
snare of the fowlers: the snare ts broken, and we are 
escaped”! (Psa. 124:7.) Alas, the uare-is still there. 
There is a terrible risk of falling not-only into other 
sins, but into the same besetting sin again.. Forgive- 
mess does not necessarily “break the bonds of can- 
celled sin.” - ies a 

“Lead us not into temptation.’ ‘his is the only 
negative petition in the. Lord’s Prayer. And here we 
have again changed our position before God. Now 
we are pilgrims and he is our Guide. We are the 
“sheep of his pasture.” He is the Good Shepherd 
going on before. -Yet how much. perplexity is caused 
by this brief prayer, “Lead us not”! 

“What do those words mean: ‘Lead us not into 
temptation’?”.was a question put a few days ago to 
a preacher of many. years’ experience. ah). 

He looked me full in the face and said, “Frankly, 
I do not know. For thirty years I’ve been trying 
to find out.”

Now we must admit that there seems to be a diffi- 
culty here. Yet this prayer is given to children of 
God, children of a loving heavenly Father who assures 
us that “all things work together for GOOD to them 
that love God” (Rom. 8: 28). 

Now it is always wise to face a difficulty. 

First of all remember that a prayer is a desire whis- 
pered into the ear of God. This petition, then, shows 
that I do not want to be tempted to do what is wrong. 
Evil-minded people enjoy being tempted to sin. They 
deliberately expose themselves to it. So for us even 
to pray these words sincerely is a proof that we have 
a horror of sin, and realize our danger of falling into 
it. We shall not pray, “Lead us not into temptation,” 
and then deliberately walk into it with our eyes open. 

Next, let us remember that the word used for 
temptation does. not necessarily mean enticement to 
sin—this is-only a C ry meaning. It means, 
primarily, “trial,” “testing.” 


" “And it came to pass .., that God did tempt Abra- 
ham”. (Gen. 22:1). The Revised Version translates 


it “prove Abraham.” We know that God did not de- 


‘sire him to slay his son. He was testing Abraham's 


faith. And all through the centuries men have blessed 
and praised God’s name for this marvelous type or 
illustration of Christ’s atonement. 

“Wherein ye greatly rejoice ... that the trial of 
your faith, being much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth . . . might be found unto praise and 
honour and glory...” (1 Pet. 1:6, 7). George Miil- 
ler of Bristol often expressed the opinion that the 
only. way God ‘can teach us faith is by sending us dif- 
ficulties. Faith is never perfected until we are left 
with God only, and all sight and signs are withdrawn. 


festing daily in their lives the supernatural power of | 
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So then we may sing under temptation, and may 
say, “My brethren, count it all joy when ye fall. into 
divers temptations; knowing this, that the trying of 
your faith worketh patience ... that ye may be per- 
fect and entire, wanting nothing” (Jas. 1: 2-4). 
“Blessed is the man that endureth temptation” (y-12). 

Do you begin to say to me: “Well, you are creating 
fresh difficulties’? “‘AIl joy,’ ‘blessed,’ —then I 
surely ought to say, ‘Welcome temptation—O Lord, 
lead me into it!’” 

But wait a minute. We cannot possibly escape 
temptation. Whoever you are, and wherever you 
are, you cannot avoid temptation. 

It seems evident, then, that when our Lord said, 
“Pray ye... lead us not into temptation,” he was 
not referring to the temptations amid which we are 
compelled to live. We are in those temptations al- 
ready, so we cannot be Jed into them. Our Lord was 
himself always subject to the temptations which are 
the common iot of man. But he was led sometimes 
into special temptation, and we are not to follow him 
there. It is not our duty to attempt to fast forty days 
and forty nights. So he led none of his disciples 
thither into the wilderness. But he did lead the three 
disciples he most trusted into Gethsemane, where he 
again wrestled with special temptation. He only asked 
them to watch with him—but they failed him. 

This prayer, then, must mean that we plead with 
our loving heavenly Father not to lead us (“bring 

‘us’ —R, V.) into special and great temptations or 
trials. 

We do not seek an easy life, but we are taught to 
pray, ‘Make not too large a demand upon my faith 
and courage.” This is not a. coward’s prayer. But 
day by day as we say, “Lead us not into temptation,” 
we are brought into a spirit of humility and of con- 
stant recollection of our utter dependence upon God; 
and of the need of caution, as well as of courage. 

For avoiding temptation is next in importance to 
resisting it. ‘“Do not approach the forbidden tree if 
you have no desire to eat the forbidden fruit.” As 
Andrew Fuller said, “If you do not wish to trade with 
the Devil, keep out of his shop.” The last two clauses 
of this prayer are to be taken together. “Lead us not 
into temptation, but deliver us from evil.” Temptation 
is not sit, and is not evil. But it may lead to sin. 
Sin is the only evil that can befall us. Testings and 
trials must come. “But, O our Father, lead us not 
into great. temptations! But if, like Abraham, it must 
be so; then, dear Lord, let us not fall, but deliver us 
from sinning, deliver us from evil.’ And we hear 
the voice of the Lord Jesus ringing ‘in our hearts: 
“These things have I spoken unto you, that ye might 
have peace. In the world ye shall have tribulation: 
but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world” 
(John 16: 33). 

And in this very petition there are three outstanding 
and comforting thoughts, illuminated by the very light 
of Heaven, 

1. “Deliver us from evil.” This very petition 
proves to us then that evil is no part of us. The un- 
holy imaginings of my heart are not part of myself — 
they are put there by the evil one. .Thank God for 
this. Evil is something apart from me; and God has 
power to deliver me, and is willing to do so, for he 
has bidden me ask him to do so. 


2. In some mysterious way evil is under the con- 
trol of God. No man is tempted to do evil by God 
(Jas. 1:13). Yet no man can. be tempted without 
God’s permission. Many people regard Satan as a 
sort of second—but bad— God, who is omnipotent 
and omnipresent and omniscient;. He is in fact none 
of these. Satan is cnly an angel, and a fallen one at 
that! He can tempt us only so far as God allows 
him to do so. Let us not overrate his power. Nor 
let us underrate it. Caution is as necessary as cour- 
age. -Read again the story of Job. Satan could not 
touch a hair of his head without _God’s permission. 
You and I are not at the mercy of the Devil. Satan 
can tempt, but-he cannot compel me to sin, nor can 
he sin for me. “Resist the devil, and he will flee 
from you” (Jas. 4:7). 

“Lead us not into temptation, but [whatever hap- 
pens} deliver us from evil.” We think of our Lord’s 
prayer for his disciples-of all time (John 17: 20), and 
that includes you and me: “I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil” (v. 15). We may 
be quite confident that if we are led into any special 
trial or temptation, that which was the leading Power 
will be the sustaining _power. He who leads - will 
uphold. 

We have said over and over again that every peti- 
tion in our Lord’s Prayer is a call to holiness. 

Is not this one? Holiness is just salvation to the 
uttermost. This is possible, Scripture tells us, because 
‘of Christ’s never-ceasing prayers for us. “Wherefore 
he is able also to save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them” (‘Heb. 7: 25) —to the uttermost 
oi our need, to the uttermost of our experiences, “com- 
pletely,” as the Revised Version margin puts it. If 
Christ is praying for us, shall we not be more earnest 
in our OWN prayers and supplications? Twice over in 

the sanié hour, our -Lofd said to his three closest dis-

ciples, whom he had led into the garden, “Pray” — 
not lest but — “that ye enter not into.temptation” (Luke 
22:40, 46). He himself had prayed for them: yet 
they, too, must pray for themselves. He, today, makes 
intercession for us, but he, today, asks us to pray for 
ourselves, 


3. But there is a third element of comfort in this 
command of our Lord: “Pray ye ... lead us=not 
into temptation.” It is this: “Lead us not” or rather 
“BRING us not into temptation” (R. V.). So then 
Christ is with me in the hour of trial. If the prayer 
ran “Send us not into temptation” our hearts might 
well quail and fail. 

Our Lord said to his disciples, “Ye are they which 
have continued with me in my temptations” /(Luke 
22:28). Then he goes on to foretell their temptation, 
and his supplications. And now he continues with us 
in our temptations... “For he hath said, I.-will never 
leave thee, nor forsake thee. So that we may boldly 
say, The Lord is my helper” (Heb. 13:5, 6). “When 
thou passest through the waters, I will be with thee: 
and through the rivers, they shall not overflow thee: 
when thou walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be 
burned” (Isa. 43:2). “Lead us not into temptation,” 
we pray. But we may also add, but “if it be so, our 
God whom we serve is able to deliver us” from all 
evil (Dan. 3:17). And even if we fail him, he will 
not fail us, or desert us. 

A little blind girl was carried by her father into a 
house and put into the arms of one who was a total 
stranger to her. She quietly nestled- her head on the 
stranger’s breast. “Are you not afraid?” asked her 
get “You do not knuw who it is that has hold 
of you.” x 

“No,” was her reply, “J: do not know: but I know 
that you know, and that is enough for me. So I’m 
not a bit afraid.” 

Dear child of God, tempted to fret or to worry — 
yes, even to murmur — at God’s dealings with you, do 
you not know that HE knows all about it? “Yea, 
though I walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil: for thou art with me” (Psa. 


: 4). ; 

“Deliver us from evil.’ The very word “deliver” 
has as its chief meaning “to draw to oneself.” So 
the prayer becomes, “Lead us not into trial or test- 
ing, but draw us to thyself, and then we shall be de- 
livered from all evil.” 

What is it that God promises? He says, “Because 
he hath set his love upon me, therefore will I deliver 
him: I will set him on high, because he hath known 
my name” (Psa. 91:14). Hallowed be that Name! 

We have not only a prayer to offer, but a part to 
play. If we cannot escape temptation, we can to 
some extent shield ourselves. The poison of evil 
thoughts,:and polluted fancy, may be. warded off, by 
occupying our minds with whatsoever things are pure, 
and holy, and good: 

Lips that are praising God cannot blaspheme. “I 
will render praises unto thee. For thou hast delivered 
my soul from death: hast thou not delivered my feet 
‘from falling, that I may walk before God in the light 
of the living?” (Psa. 56:13.) And when our -time 
comes to serve God in the realms above we shall be 
able to look back over our lives and speak of “the 
Angel which redeemed me from all evil” (Gen. 48: 16). 

















Misquoted Scripture ee 

Letters continue to come from readers giving in- 
stances of the incorrect quotation of passages of Scrip- 
ture, in résponse to the Editor’s call for this in an 
editorial note in the Traes of March 8. These let- 
ters are valuable in calling attention to what God’s 
Word actually says, and in reminding us of the need 
of care and accuracy in not misrepresenting these God- 
breathed words. 


Here are two I used to misquote till a pastor set 
me straight. Hebrews 2:3 I used to quote, “So 
great a salvation”; it should be “How shall we es- 
cape, if we neglect so great salvation... ?” 

2 Peter 1: 20 I used to quote, “No scripture is of 
any private interpretation”; it reads: “No prophecy 
of the scriptures is of any private interpretation.” 

I thank God for your paper and the kind friend 
who sent it to me—A Minnesota reader. , 

I enclose a list of a few of the errors in quotations 
frorn the Holy Bible which I remember to have heard 
or read during a rather long life, and wish to say 
how very glad I am to note that you have pointed out 
the evil of such, and that you intend to revert to the 
subject. 

I take this opportunity of very sincerely thanking 
you for the great pleasure and help I receive from 
reading my Sunpay Scuoot Times, a pleasure I 
pass on to others as occasion allows; some of my 
grandchildren look oneety for bed-time storiés, which 
I read te them when I am at home. I pray for much 
future blessing on your holy crusade. 
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Comparing Genesis 2: 16, 17 with 3:1 we find the 
first misquotation of the Bible in a deliberate lie. 
God said: “Of every tree of the garden thou mayest 
freely eat: but of the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil, thou shalt not eat of it.” The serpent said: 
“Yea, hath God said, Ye shall not eat of every tree 
ot the garden?’ 

Only two days ago I read in the daily press, not 
for the first time, of “an apple’ with which Eve was 
tempted. There is no mention of an apple in this 
connection in the Scriptures. 

Some people are much surprised when told that no 
such text appears in Proverbs or elsewhere as “Spare 
the rod and spoil the child.” The Scripture is: “He 
that spareth his rod hateth his son: but he that loveth 
him chasteneth him betimes” (Prov. 13: 24). 

“Paul may plant, Apollos water.” .The correct 
es is: “I have planted, Apollos watered” (1 Cor, 
3: e ‘ 

“The truth as it is in Jesus” is a dangerous alter- 
ation from the Scripture in Ephesians 4: 21: “as: the 
truth is in Jesus.” 

In England, when passing sentence on a. criminal 
who has committed murder, the judge sometimes 
adjures the prisoner to “make his peace with God,” 
apparently referring to such passages as Romans 5: 
1; Colossians 1: 20; and Ephesians 2: 14, 15. [These 
Scriptures all show that man cannot make ‘his peace 
with God, but that this has been done for men by 
the Lord Jesus Christ, “having made peace through 
- blood of his cross,’]—A Birmingham, Eng., 
reader.

The First Question in the Bible 


My wife and I very much value your splendid 
paper and are glad to testify to its love .of God's 
truth, and love of accuracy. ; 

I write to you because I cannot understand how the 
opening sentence of the Notes of the late Dr. Griffith 
Thomas can be correct (THE Sunpay ScHeot TIMES 
of Dec. 21, 1929):.“‘the statement that “the first 
question in the Old Testament is ‘Where art thou?’” 

I have seen such a statement made elsewhere, but am 
not able to accept it as it stands unqualified. 

The first question in the Old Testament is that 
of the serpent to Eve (Gen, 3:1): “Yea, hath God 
said, Ye shall not eat of every tree of the garden?” 
It sounds very pretty to be able to say the first ques- 
tion of the Old Testament is “Where art thow?” and 
the first question of the New Téstament is “Where 
is he?” but it certainly is not in accord with fact. 
Wishing you every success, and that your TimMEs 
may be greatly blessed. by and used of God, yours in 
our coming Lord—A minister in Southampton, Eng. 
The statement in question occurred in an article on 

the first lesson of this year, in Matthew 1, and was 
from the notebook of the late Dr. W.. H.. Griffith 
Thomas, whose Bible study notes and complete ser- 
mons are being shared with readers of the Times by 
Mrs. Griffith Thomas. The statement was as follows: 


The first question _in the Old Testament is “Where 
art thou?’’; in the New Testament, “Where is he?”

The Southampton minister is correct in his criticism, 
for plainly the first question in the Bible is that to 
which he has called attention; when the serpent talked 
with Eve. Mrs. Griffith Thomas writes an interesting 
letter on the subject, as follows: — 


“The statement is exactly as-it appears.at the very 
beginning of my husband’s notes.-on Matthew 2:2. 
Either -he was caught napping: or else he. had.some 
qualification to make in oral-use which does not appear 
in the notes.. I have looked at his Commentary on 
‘Genesis, where plainly enough he deals with the temp- 
tation and. Satan’s question first, and also very. fully. 
Afterward in. dealing .with. God’s. question he says: 
‘God’s question to Adam still. sounds in the ear- of 
every sinner, ‘Where: :art thou?’ It -is the call of 
divine justice, which cannot-overlook sin: It. is .the 
call of divine: sorrow, which grieves over-..the sinner, 
It is the call of divine love, which offers redemption 
for sin. .To each and ta every. one of us the ¢all is 
reiterated; “Where art:thou?’ ©: ha 4 

“The answer to the question. must be either-:. ‘in 
‘Adam’ or ‘in Christ.’ These are the only two. places* 
where we can be. If we are still ‘in Adam’ we are 
still_in .sin, and therefore in guilt, condemnation, and 
in danger of ‘eternal separation. If we are ‘in Christ’ 
we are already pardoned, accounted righteous, subjects 
of his: peace, and heirs of eternal glory. 

“As you see, there is nothing to indicate here that 
Dr. Thomas was thinking of this as the first ques- 
tion. But when dealing with Matthew 2:2 he had 
this question .particularly in mind and may have been 
thinking of it erroneously as the first question of the 
Bible, or else, as I said above, he had some qualifica- 
tion to give in speaking that is not apparent in the notes. 
He did blunder sometimes, but so rarely that it was 
seldom we could laugh at him—and- then he would 
join’ in and enjoy the joke.”

HE destiny of Europe is the destiny of the 
}) world. For some two thousand years Europe 
has controlled and molded -the world’s history, 
her science, and her government, as well as her re- 
ligion; and the world has achieved her present high 
Standard of government and life, as well as religion, 
under the guiding hand of this master Continent. 
During all that time one or another of the nations 
of Europe has been striving for. the hegemony of 
the world. Not only have the nations of Europe been 
striving among themselves for this world supremacy, 
but it is also true that one or another of them has 
been the leading world power during: this period: 
first Rome, then Spain, then Belgium, then France, 
then Holland, and then England. This conquest for 
world rule has been, on the other hand, the cause of 
Europe’s — and the werld’s— misery, throughout the 
past, as it is today. te . 
In the light of these indisputable historical facts, it 
is clear that Europe throughout all these centuries 
has dominated the world. The fact, indeed, is strik- 
ing that each one of these. European nations, which 
has held the supremacy throughout all this period, 
is within the confines of the Roman Empire, -and: no 
nation outside the limits of the old Roman Empire 
has ever held supreme world control. 


Why Germany Could Not Win the War 


During the World War, keen students of the Word. 


of God positively declared that Germany could not 
win the war, as it was evident that her consuming 
desire was to be another world power, “and the only 
other hegemony that can ever exist will be that of 
the reconstructed Roman Empire. The alliance and 
the treaties between Germany and Russia, and prob- 
ably secret treaties also with Japan, and the success 
that Bolshevism is achieving, make it clear—that these 
nations, headed by Russia, are now striving for world 
domination, and they may go far toward achieving 
it. “But they: catinot achieve success and ultimate 
victory, because of God’s unchangeable Word.” It does, 
however, Seem certain that these are the powers of 


‘the North that will come down to Jerusalem for the 


great Battle of Armageddon, facing as their foe the 
united opposing forces of the Roman Empire. These 
united forces will oppose the Jews, and this will bring 
on the final phase of the Battle of Armageddon, at 
which time our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ will 
come down to deliver his people; and then will begin 
the final, and only other hegemony (after that of the 
reconstructed Roman Empire), which is rather not 
a hegemony, but the world under a theocracy, our glo- 
rious Lord ruling as Prince of Peace. What a glorious 
anticipation! And what great hope this awakens, and 
how near it sometimes seems! 

The unbelieving world indeed is crying out for a 
superman, one who can give a beneficent and_stable 
government under which the world can live in peace 
and happiness. Many of the world’s renowned thinkers 
such as Conan Doyle, Count Keyserling, and others 
have repeatedly declared that the world today de- 
mands and is anxiously looking for and expecting a 
superman, and they thus agree with what Lord Salis- 
bury said many years ago when he declared, “The 
world will never be governed rightly until governed 
by one man.” Their utterances harmonize with Scrip- 
ture, but they do not appreciate t the superman 
they demand and expect is named the Antichrist, and 
that his rule will be but for a season, and the end, 
black chaos and despair. Doomed indeed they are to 
disappointment until the day of the arrival of the 
Prince of Peace, the Man of Sorrows, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who alone can bring in the reign of righteous- 
ness. 

As we look toward Rome we’ wonder if the super- 
man is already appearing on the horizon. Even if 
he is not, all the indications and utterances seem 
clearly to show that if the Duce of Rome is not the 
Antichrist — as he probably is not —then he ‘is clearly 
preparing the way for the super-human being. All his 
antichristian and blasphemous utterances give signs 
of this. Mussolini’s purpose, repeatedly expressed, is 
his desire to reconstruct the Roman Empire, and he 
undoubtedly looks forward to the day when Rome 
will ‘control the world. “I would join forces with 
the Antichrist,” he has said, “to give tranquillity to 
Italy,” and a world view seems to be.in his mind. 
Mussolini and the Pope seem these days to be far 
apart; but are they? “Pope Pius XI lately said 
(London Times, May 16, 1929), in his duel over the 
Lateran Treaty, “If it were a question of saving souls, 
or warding off major evils from souls, we should feel 
within us the courage to bargain with the Devil in 
person.” Woe to the world when controlled by such

The miseries of the world have been miseries brought 
about by the overweening and unscrupulous ambitions 
of ‘men who were seeking world control. 

Although surface appearances lead many to declare 
that Europe is recovering, yet, digging beneath the 
surface, there is revealed a condition that is menacing 
indeed. ‘ Present-day Europe is trembling in the bal- 
ance and tottering to her fall, regardless of the heroic 
efforts of the world’s leading diplomats to hold her 
together. “ s 

The world at large seems to know but little, and 
to care less, about Europe’s deep-seated woe and 
misery. What a contrast! On one side she is an 
armed camp, under military laws and dictators, having 
more men under arms today, better equipped and pos- 
sessing greater quantities of war munitions, and more 
disastrous engines of destruction and devastation, than 
ever before. On the other hand, millions of her peo- 
ple are tyrannically ruled, overworked, and under- 
nourished; millions living in direst poverty. Herein 
lies her greatest danger, because these conditions are 
the forerunners of anarchy and war. By contrast, there 
never has been such a display of and seeking for lux- 
ury; and such a piling up of wealth on the part of 
a few. “See thou hurt not the oil and the wine” 
(symbols of luxury — Rev. 6:6). These are-the well 
defined characteris “:s that the Scriptures give as the 
signs of the approaching end.

I have before me as I write scores of quotations 
from many of the outstanding men of the world, and 
without exception they speak in most pessimistic terms 
of the world’s present and future. 

Sir Auckland Geddes says, “In Europe we know 
that an age is dying.” 

“Civilization is perhaps approaching one of those 
long winters that overtake it from time to time.”-— 
George Santayana, Professor of Philosophy, Harvard, 
in “Character and Opinion in the United States.” 

“I believe we shall inevitably enter a new dark 
age, a period in which civilized values will go into 
decline and the race be thrust back into the pre- 
carious existence of its primitive ancestors, unless 
we begin with promptness to remove the legitimate 
grounds for these fears.”—Glenn Frank, President, 
University of Wisconsin, in The Century Magazine. 

“The historian of the future will write that ‘some- 
time in the early part of the twentieth century, the 
last and most highly organized of the world’s civ- 
ilizations deliberately committed suicide.’”—Francis 
Gribble, in “Nineteenth Century.” 

“We are witnessing the suicide of a social order, 
and qur descendants will marvel at our madness.”— 
Dean Inge. 

“We are traveling, step by step, back toward pagan- 
ism.”—Ferrero. 

“Destruction is not threatening civilization; it is 
happening to civilizaton before our eyes. The ship 
of civilization is not going to sink in five years’ time, 
nor in fifty years. It is sinking NOW.”—H. G. Wells. 

Alfred Russel Wallace said on his ninety-second 
birthday: “Our science has outstripped our moral 
development. We have become possessed of greater 
forces than we are morally fit to use. We have not 
sufficient self-control or good will to use these gigantic 














physical energies for the well-being of mankind, and 
are daily turning them into weapons of destruction.” 

The five greatest living historians of Great Britain 
were recently asked, “Will our civilization survive 
the. present crisis>”. They all answered in almost the 
same terms. They expressed their conviction of the 
grave condition throughout the civilized world, and 
pointed out as the supreme peril, that the mastery 
of the forces of nature had placed in the hands of men 
power which we are not morally fit to exercise; and 
all declared that unless the development of moral 
sense caught up with the development of machinery, 
humanity would destroy itself. 

But what these leaders say here about the world 
can be more truly said of Europe. Lord Grey, who 
was in the English cabinet at the outbreak of the 
war, truly faced the situation in a letter written in 
1923, in which he said: “Recent events have shown 
us with horrid clearness, Europe sliding surely, al- 
though it may appear slowly, toward the abyss.” And 
the Swedish Archbishop, Dr. Soderblom, speaking of 
Europe, says: “Brilliant Europe, as we knew it be- 
fore—the war, has gone forever. We were taught 
to believe in race evolution, and evolution toward 
Paradise. Suddenly we found ourselves in hell. There 
was no evolution. - Europe has passed its zenith as the 
center of culture. The nations of Europe have killed 
one another.” 


Paganism on the Continent 


Speaking before the General Conference of the 
Wesleyan Church (Methodist), the Rev. Mr. Byron, 
Secretary of the Missionary Society of that: great 
organization, has presented a most alarming, but true 
picture of Europe, as she is today. He said: “Pagan- 
ism in Western Europe is: worse than anything in 
Africa, and the antichristian feeling in Eastern Eurgpe 
is worse than anywhere else on the face of the globe. 
In the confusion and. dejection following the World 
War, and the social revolution, they have seemingly 
lost faith in the verities of life. They have discarded 
the old faith in morality, in justice, and in the future 
on both sides of the grave; and the substitutes offered 
them are without substance.” 

While one would not want to accept much that 
Count Keyserling writes, yet he does seem to see the 
awful end of this European condition, and strangely 
enough he says: “We are undoubtedly entering in 
the near future on a decidedly antireligious period,” 
and in his article he quotes from several of the Rus- 
sian philosophers, who, he says, look at the age of 
so-called progress in the light of the Revelation, and 
judge it as the beginning of the age of the Antichrist. 

Again he says, “All over the world the awakening 
masses are either irreligious, or antireligious, to an 
extent previously unknown in history,”. and this he 
declared is particularly true in Europe. “We are un- 
doubtedly entering in the near future on a decidedly 
antireligious period. True Christianity, like every 
true religion, has again become the belief of the minor- 
ity, as was the case in the days before Constantine.” 

Count Keyserling, throughout his article on Europe, -. 
constantly repeats that the age of the Antichrist is 
about to appear in Europe. 

Sir Philip Gibbs, who is probably the greatest war 
correspondent that the World War produced, in a 
series of ten articles in The Saturday Evening Post; 
sees, as few men, the danger threatening Europe, in 
which he says: “All of us will be engulfed. ... 
The stage is being set for the greatest melodrama 
entitled: ‘The Downfall of Europe’; two forces are 
being marshaled on one side and on the other. The 
Master of Ceremonies—who used to be called the 
Devil in old days —is arranging everything.” 

“Science ‘dedicated to the Devil has made great 
strides in the methods of quick destruction, especially 
in regard to two weapons which were in their infancy 
in the Great World War of 10914-18,—airplanes and 
gas.” “T believe that all mankind with any idea higher 
than the brute, with any love of humanity, with any 
belief in God, will rise in their millions to defy this é 
foul and monster specter, which is hovering over 
the sickbed of Europe, awaiting her death. My mind 
refuses to accept the inevitability of a mad raging de- 
stroyed world, and yet I see clearly that unless there 
is a turn of the tide in the passions and _ politics. of 
European peoples quickly, the madness of one great 
power, some unprovoked attack, or some rising of 
little nations may lead to general loss of reason.” 
“Those whom the gods destroy they first make mad.” 
“Is it any wonder that there is a disease of the soul 
in Europe, the creeping paralysis of despair?” 

“The rising tide of hatred, ‘new causes of quarrels,’ 
preparations for another and different kind of war.” 
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2. The unity of the Father, the Son, and the Holy

3. The universal sinfulness and guilt of human nature 
since the Fall, rendering man subject to God’s wrath and

What a challenge this appalling situation in Europe, 
which threatens to imperil. the world, offers to God’s 
people to throw the major part of their forces of evan- 
gelization into this Continent, and gather out a great 
host for his Name, and perhaps, at least, stem the tide 
that threatens to engulf the world!

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The Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship 


A soul-winning union among 
Canadian students 


By Arthur C. Hill 














N THE fall of 1928 the British Inter-Varsity Fel- 
| lowship (of which the mother organization is the 

well-known C, I. C. C. U— Cambridge Inter-Col- 
legiate Christian Union) sent Dr. Howard Guinness 
to Canada with a one-way ticket and some addresses 
in his pocket, the love of God and a passion for souls 
in his heart, the prayers 6f God’s people behind and 
before him, and the resources of Heaven at his com- 
mand. In one year’s time he had blazed a trail across 
‘Canada from Halifax to Victoria, leaving behind him 
small but enthusiastic groups of students in most of 
the universities, determined, with God’s help, to main- 
tain a testimony to the saving power of Jesus Christ in 
the lives of college students. 

Why was it that this movement spread so quickly 
in Canada and took root so soon?’ It was clearly the 
Lord’s doing and it was marvelous in our eyes. He 
had prepared the hearts of his children in the uni- 
versities and, then sent his servant, admirably fitted 
by background and training for this pioneer work, 
to give body to the growing desire for an evangelical 
witness. In every university there had been a growing 
dissatisfaction on the part of many Christian students 
with the existing. religious organizations, as having 
left their first lové and in many cases virtually “deny- 
ing the Lord that bought. them.” Many inside the 
universities, and out, were praying that God would 
do something to establish a testimony to Jesus Christ 
as Saviour and Lord on all the campuses. Just how 
this country-wide intercession coincided with Dr. Guin- 
ness’ coming to each university is a marvelous story 
and one to rejoice faith, What happened at Winni- 
peg is fairly typical and will show how all things 
worked together for good. 

A student had come out from England to study the- 
ology in a theological seminary in Winnipeg with the 
view of residing’ there after graduation. He was much 


burdened awith’ the low ebb of spiritual’ Hfe in the- 


college, and for four years prayed that God would 
send a revival upon the place. Such persistent and 
believing prayer God always answers. One night a 
senior student, as he knelt by his bed with a deep 


feeling of dissatisfaction and distance~from God; was 
gloriously born again when the Lord suddenly re- 
vealed to him “the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ.” The man imme- 
diately jumped to his feet-and dashed to the room of 
the praying: Englishman, where they both praised. God 
for the full and free salvation that is found in Christ, 
in such enthusiastic terms that they roused almost the 
entire college. Such an outstanding event as the con- 
yersion of the most popular man in the student body 
aroused ine whole school: opposition, as well as en- 
couragement, sprang up from unexpected sources. 

In the midst of the excitement, Dr. Guinness visited 
the college and events began to move faster still. The 
Spirit of the Lord seemed to work in. men’s hearts 
beyond the experience of any of the Christians there, and 
the grand result was that at least ten of the students 
gave their hearts and lives to the Lord, Since then 
the movement has spread to -other colleges of the 
se a and several others have been won for 


rd. 
What happened at Winnipeg was repeated in 
varying degrees throughout the country, until at 
Vancouver, Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Toronto, Mont- 
real, and London (Ont.), groups of evangelical 
students were banded: -together for the -sake of 
the testimony of the Gospel. When a few repre- 


“sentatives from these universities met at Kingston for 


five days of intense waiting upon God, it became quite 
evident that all these groups should be joined together 
in one fellowship: thus came into being, in September, 
1929, the Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship of Can- 
ada.. The. Honorary Secretary of the Fellowship is 
Arnold Hart-Davies, 366 Bay Street, Toronto .2, Can.

in a church under the domination of the “machine” 
of Modernism. As the former Executive Secretary 
of the Council of Churches in one of our larger cities 
I have had many good consecrated men come to my 
desk pleading for a hearing in some church where 
they might speak and testify for God. It became my 
duty to write to one of our leading Fundamentalist 
brethren to ask him what might be done. I quote 
briefly from his letter, for he felt the same need that 
is facing us today. This letter was written in July, 
1920. 
“I understand fully by my own experience and the 
experience of a multitude of other brethren the per- 
plexities you mention in your letter. The —————~ 
machine. through the State conventions has 
complete control of the field. : . . I have been asked 
what I would do if out of a pastorate, and I have 
said that I would go to some needy locality and start 
a new work. I have said this, not because it appeared 
to be wise, but because it is the only thing that can 
be done. We cannot change the organizations already 
in power, and they have arranged to put every man 
on the black list who does not obey their orders.” 

It seems to me that this letter alone would justify 
our belief in a Fundamentals Association: --Churches 
would feel the force of a power back of them, and 
would not be overawed by the presence of Modern- 
ism in their midst. It has come to the notice of the 
writer that many churches with a larger number of 
devout Christians on the church roll are completely 


_ swept off their feet by word from the State conven- 


tion, and like frightened children these good people 
bow before the “powers that be” and endure preaching 
they do not sanction. 

As the writer sees it, Fundamentalist conferences 
and proclamations amount to nothing unless means 
are taken and plans devised to get Fundamentalist 
pastors in touch with Fundamentalist churches to the 


end that a strong front may be put up against. Modern-_ 


ism, and that Fundamentalist propaganda may be put 
before the congregations that they may be thoroughly 
instructed as to the menace of Modernism,

It seems to me that a very important work might 
be that of radio broadcasting, such as Mr. Barnhouse 
of Philadelphia is doing so creditably.

Qe ek years ago a church assumed the financial 
obligations of ‘a group of young folks: who. had 
started a Sunday-school in:.a newly formed suburb 
of Grand Rapids, .Michigan, and eventually -became 
the owners of the little mission building. For some 
time the building» was loaned, rent free, to any. group 
that stood true to the Word that cared to conduct 
a Sunday-school or hoid other Christian meetings. 

After a time a young man belonging to the church 
that owned the building married and moved to the 
suburb and: assumed the responsibility of the mission. 
There were only twelve to twenty children and three 
or four teachers. that attended then. The street upon 
which the mission stood ‘became a busy thoroughfare 
and the property increased in -value and was wanted 
for business purposes. The owning church were 
planning building operations. and were glad to accept 
the several ‘thousands of dollars offered them for the 
lot. The building was not’ constructed well enough to 
be moved and the thought was to- abandon the mis- 
sion entirely, but the young superintendent thought 
that if the soul of evén one child should be - saved 
there the cost’ and effort to start-in a new location 
were not too much, and there was no other Sunday- 
school or church within a mile radius. 

The young man had built himself a° honie, but had 
no place for kis car, so back of the home he built 
a two-stall garage, two feet wider than the customary 
width, with the’ intention ‘of using the garage on 

’ Sundezs to the glory of God for a Sunday-school. 
Some of the benches of the old mission were placed 
in the garage, a stove put on one side, curtains. hung 
at the windows, and Christian mottoes and pictures 
piaced upon the walls, An organ that had been in 
the church was taken in place of the larger piano 
that had been in the former mission building, and the 
hymn books piled in the corner ready for the Sunday 
meeting. The superintendent and his wife called on 
the neighbors round about hunting up the children 
fot a Sunday-schoolt, and the adults as well as the 
children responded. 

Now it is a common occurrence to have fifty to 
fifty-five people in that two-stall garage studying the 
Word of God! The average attendance for the past 
year has been forty-six, and if the: numbers and in- 
terest continue to grow it looks as though the super-

?as much-during the past few years-as it was.at 
onetime, ‘and those.who are now engaged in. conduct- 
ing:the.Sunday-school activities may -bé ignorant as to 
what.a Home Department stands for and just how to 
go:about the organizing of one, .. 

In the Home Department membership are those who» 
for any reason feel that they cannot attend Bible 
scheol on Sunday morning, and yet want to study 
thé regular lesson. This class will include some men 
whose business calls them,away from home on Sun- 
day..or .who cannot be present on time; mothers and 
hotisekeepers who have the care of a home and have 
notdearned that Sunday work may. be put aside and the 
time spent in Sunday-school, or who.may have children 
tod young. to bring with.them.

The 
requirements of membership are a half hour per week

these. vagrant coins on which Christ commented. . The 
very.fact that one of those attempting to entrap’ him 
had a coin of this sort on his person showed -publicly. 
that he had fallen away from Jewish ideals. 

There was an expectation among the Jews.that the 
coming Messiah would outlaw all:-Roman coins. This 
may have been in their minds, -bent as they. were on 
discrediting the Lord Jesus with the Roman authorities. 

‘Yet after our Lord’s unanswerable answer: the -in- 
triguers told. Pilate that “this. fellow [is] perverting 
the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Czxsar, 
saying that he himself... is King” (Luke 23:2).

bott-Smith Manual Greek Lexicon, Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons,-tells us that the lexical- data favors the

In his own death he was as much master 
over death as when he cried with a loud voice, “Laz- 
arus, come forth!”

Verse by Verse 


Matthew 21: 1.—Bethphage. The name means house 
of figs, or as we might put it today, fig farm. It was 
probably just a hamlet, very little more than a cluster 
of houses round a farmstead. Nothing has yet been 
discovered of its site. Mark and Luke both connect 
the place with Bethany (Mark 11:1; Luke 19: 29). 
It was probably west of Bethany, and so near to Jeru- 
salem as to have been reckoned part of the city. 
Bethany itself is a small village on the southeast slope 
of Olivet north of the Jericho road. It is stil! sur- 
rounded with fig gardens and terrace walls. A vault 
in the center of the village is shown as the tomb of 
Lazarus, and this may very possibly be correct. 

Verse 2—An ass. The ass is held in far higher 
esteem in the East than in the West. The horse was 
used in war, but the ass was and is used upon occasions 
of peaceful ceremonial. Compare Judges 5: 10, White 
asses bring specially high pricessand are very hand- 
some beasts. But it seems likely that the one used 
by the Lord Jesus on this occasion was an ordinary 
farm animal such as those used for burdens (Gen. 22: 
3; 42:26, 27) or for plowing (Isa. 30:24; Deut. 22: 
10). Such beasts vary in size. Some are as large as 
a small mule, others are as small as a Shetland pony, 
The price of them varies accordingly. 


Verse 3.—He will send them. Probably this man 
was a secret disciple. It is likely that there were many 
such at that time. The owner of the upper room was 
evidently another ones. 


Verse 4.—Now this is come to pass. The tense is 
the Greek perfect. The Evangelist speaks of an event 
still recent. Contrast the aorist, the simple past tense, 
which is used in the fourth Gospel in similar exprés- 
sions (cf. John 19: 36), and note the bearing of this 
on: the date of Matthew’s Gospel.’ Thgt it. might be 
fulfilled. Two explanations of the word “that” are 
offered. 


(1) It is regarded as final, meaning “in order that.” 
(2), It is regarded as consecutive, meaning “so that.” 


The first explanation marks the conscious intentions 
of God speaking through the prophet. The second 
marks a reflection of the Evangelist viewing: the his- 
torical fact in connection with the prophecy, and find- 
ing in the prophecy an analogy if not a definite pre- 
diction. We must remember that in regard to divine 
action the intentions and the result are identical. We 
cannot conceive of any result being unintentional with 
God. So that we are correct in-affirming that in. these 
formulas of prophetic quotations both ideas are to be 
traced. Or in other words, we are not to water down 
the New Testament fulfillments of Old Testament 
prophecies to mere coincidences more or less far- 
fetched. We are to see in them one powerful authen- 
tication of the truth of God’s Word. 


Verse 5.—Tell ye the daughter of Zion. Note the 
double quotation. See references. Note carefully the 
difference between the original and Matthew’s quotation. 
Zechariah '9: 9 adds the words, “He is just, and hav- 
ing salvation.” More literally the Hebrew should be 
rendered, “He is just and saved.” Now on this par- 
ticular occasion these words could not have been ap- 
plied to the Lord Jesus. He was now about to be de- 
livered, but to be delivered up for our offences (Rom. 
4:25). The priests and scribes mockingly cried, “He 
saved othe.s; himself he cannot save” (Matt: 27: 4a).

And the taunt was true. Our Lord was not saved 
from the cross. Nor was he at that time declared. to 
be just. His justification came by the resurrection. It 
was that event which declared him to be the holy 
Son of God beyond all future cavil or question. That 
these-words should have been omitted by Matthew at 
this time therefore is full. of significance.: It shows 
that there is a yet future and more complete fulfillment 
of them for which we are to look. And it shows. that 
just as literally as the one part of. the prophecy has 
been fulfilled so also will the second part of the proph-

some unnecessary ones we take just be- 
cause our sporting blood has learned to 
like it. If one makes a big success at 
anything, as a rule it is because he has 
been willing to take a big hazard. Noth- 
ing venture, nothing have. That seems 
to be the invariable condition of success. 
It is the hazard that challenges our faith, 
and every time faith is strong enough 
to accept the hazard and is confirmed in 
it, the faith grows stronger. The two 
disciples. were confirmed in their venture 
on this strange quest. Things turned out 


I feel very sure that if I had had such 
an experience I would afterward have 
been willing to go for a whole drove of 
mules. 

And yet I need not be putting it that 
way, for, fellows, I have had similar ex- 
periences; not going after colts and asses, 
but in matters of adventure quite as “im- 
practicable” or “illogical,” in the human 
way of thinking, as the raid those two 
disciples made that morning on the live 


word, fellows, I have never. ventured upon 
any ‘act of faith for my Lord, where it 
was clearly my duty to do’so,-but what-I 
have~been confirmed in it—and more 
than confirmed —by the results. Things 
have come about, so strange and so won- 
erful that -they-could not possib' x 
plained except that: the. .Lord just 


about. 
‘do. well to let sink deep into our thinking 


Christ that would be unwise to take -in 
any other line of endeavor. Let’s be-very 
sure first that it is for him, ‘and that it is 
in accord with his. will— not some fool- 
hardy impulse. We might deceive our- 
selves here, if we are not careful.» But 
prayer will make us sure. As long .as 
you are honestly. in. doubt, you may be 
sure you are not yet to act.. Not that 
we must. know all about it to the end. 
The Lord sometimes gives orders -for 
only one step at a time. As in the case 
of Abram: “Get thee out... unto a 
land that I will’ shew thee.” Abram did 
not wait to know “what land’; but_he 
got out, As in the case of Philip: “Arise, 
and go toward the south unto the way 
that .goeth ..down from ‘Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, . which. is‘ desert” (Acts 8:26). 
Philip did not reply, “What for, Lord? 
Am I not conducting a wonderfully suc- 
cessful: revival ‘here in Samaria?” No, 
“he arose anid went,” and afterward the 
Lord showed him the next step. 

Thé Lord Jesus told the two disciples 
that if the ownérs objected to their carry- 
ing away the asses, they should simply 
reply, “The Lord hath: need of them.” 
The disciples did not reason back, “Yes, 
Lord, but suppose —” But “the disciples 
went and did as Jesus commanded them” 
—and see the happy result. They placed 
their Master upon the seat of royalty, 
even as he had designed. 

Fellows, the. happiest. thing that you 
and I will ever do will 
exalting Jesus Christ, our great Saviour, 
through some high act of faith—as we 
with implicit triist and obedience take the 
hazard to do his will.” ~ 





AY, fellows, those two disciples .who 

went into the village to get the colt 
for the Lord to ride upon took a hazard. 
It was something like when David's three 
mighty men broke through the lines of 
the Philistines to bring a-drink of water 
from the well at Bethlehem for their 
chief (2 Sam. 23:16). There was seri- 
ous risk in it, humanly speaking. What 
if the owners should refuse to recognize 
their authority for taking the ass and the 
colt? One could easily imagine himself 
| being arrested and jailed. But it’ ap- 
pears that the two disciples promptly took 
the hazard. Maybe their faith in the 
“Master was so great that they did not 
regard it as a hazard. ° All the better. 
When hazards in Christian service lose 
their power to hold us back because of 
our faith in Jesus- Christ, then we will 
live a life of power and achievement. 

But ordinary human life is a hazard, at 
best. We live pretty much by hazards. 
From morning till. night we are taking 
hazards. Many of these we have to take;

There is no finer tribute to home rela- 
tionships anywhere than the one we have 
ift our.Scripture lesson. But so simple 
and unpretentious is the story that we 
may miss many of its choicest lessons .if 
we do not look below the surface. The 
family life of ten years is told in three 
verses, verses 3 to 5. Think wHat that 
life must haye been. So loving and _tact- 
ful. was. Naomi that, although her own 
husband died and later her two sons, still

However, the crowning commendation 
of Naomi is found in the words of Ruth 
when she said, “Whither thou goest, I 
will go; and where thou lodgest, I will 
lodge: thy people shall be my people, and’ 
thy God my God: where thou diest, will 
I die, and there will I be buried: the 
Lord do so to me, and more also, if 
aught but death part thee and me” (vs. 
16, 17). Naomi’s life in the home had 
stood the test even to the point of creat- 
ing in Ruth’s heart a desire for Naomi’s 
God and for her péople. 

Here we see the real secret of Naomi’s 
home life. She knew Jehovah and wor- 
shiped him. ‘Was it merely “good will” 


that she showed toward her daughters- 


in-law? Oh, if we read it at all carefully 
we shall see that it was more than good 
will, it was a. deep, abiding Jove that 
grew out of her love for God and her 
steadfast following after him. 

Here we may find the secret for our 
own home life. Good will is fine, but it 
does not go deep enough. It is the love 


-| of the Lord Jesus in our hearts that we 


need in our home life. This alone can 
stand the test of bitter words from loved 
ones, of the countless little annoyances 
that wear away our natural patience and 
good will, of selfishness or thoughtless- 
ness that sometimes makes home life so 
trying. Only the love of the Lord Jesus 
Christ can keep us from selfishness and 
thoughtlessness ourselves. 

For this reason we find Paul, in Ephe- 
sians 6, urging parents to bring up their 
children in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. This is why he urges servants 
to be obedient to their masters, faithfully 
performing their service as unto Christ. 
This is why we find him urging masters 
to use forbearance with their servants, 
keeping in mind the fact that the Lord 
Jesus is their Master, and that all are 
equal in his sight. 


This being true, then, we shall want to 
do all in our power to bring those in our 
own household to a saving. knowledge of 
the Lord Jesus and into loving obedience’ 
to him. Only in this way can our homes 
be what he would have them. 

Then we shall want to have family 
worship in our homes, wherever this is 
possible. There is no practice in our 
home life that can take the place of the 
family altar, where all, including any 
servants that may be in the home, come 
together for prayer and praise and read- 
ing of the Word. 

Through all of this we shall need con- 
stantly to be reminded of our responsi- 
bility in. the home. God will do this 
through his Holy Spirit, if we will ask 
him, and if we are obedient. In_these 
days of rush and hustle, it is so easy to 


neglect or slight home life. Perhaps even -_ 


good things may rob us of this great 
blessing, and so we shall need to ask God 
to guide us in all our activities and to 
help us keep the right balance between 
home duties, those of church and Sunday- 
school, recreation, and the like. _ Our 
testimony in the home is often rendered 
valueless when we neglect duties and 
kindnesses even to do Christian work. 
We need God’s guidance so much right 
at this point. i

HE Rev. Arthur H. Carter of Lon- 

don, editor of The Bible Witness, is 
coming to America to speak on Arche- 
ology and the Bible.

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Golzoia’s Church

OLZOLA was a Christian African 

boy who lived in a village way in 
the heart of the country where only one 
or two others beside himself were be- 
lievers. Golzola most likely would never 
have heard the Gospel, except that an 
accident had obliged his father to send 
him to the nearest Mission Hospital, 
where he had to stay for nearly eighteen 
months. There he learned the Good 
News. 

When he returned to his tribe his great- 
est desire was to build a church, but 
soon he was up against terrible difficulties. 
The Chief, being influenced bya power- 
ful witch doctor, would not allow the few 
Christians to have a place in which to 
worship. God... He. believed, as Nambe 
the witch doctor said, that it would bring 
trouble and all kinds of bad luck. Gol- 
zola was bitterly disappointed, but he 
never stopped hoping and praying; though 
at times it looked as if no church would 
ever be seen in that village till the witch 
doctor died! Unfortunately Nambe was 
young and robiist, so it looked as if he 
might live for many years. 

-One day, however, ‘a fire: broke out in 
the village, owing to some woman care- 
lessly upsetting her cooking pot. The 
reed walls of her hut caught fire imme- 
diately, and, fanned by a strong wind, the 
fire spread very rapidly. At first there 
seemed no.danger. to the Chief’s central 
dwelling-house, but suddenly .the wind- 
carried an armful of blazing thatch to 
the roof, and it was soon a raging fur- 


ce. 

The people managed to remove his 
property at some risk, but just as the 
last piece of furniture was moved to 
safety, the Chief remembered that a very 
valuable deed of his land was in a small 
tin box in the roof thatch. The people 
were in a wild state of fear, and none 
volunteered for the dangerous _ task 
of trying to save the box, now 
probably melted in the flames! It 
was not that they lacked courage. “Bit 
‘the witch doctor had not'* perfornied a 
certain ceremony, due some days before, 
by which he declared the-villagers-would 
escape death in any fire. The witch doc- 
tor, in order to receive-a heavy. reward 


of foodstuffs from the ignorant people, 


had so frightened them with tales of 
future misery if-he did not “take the sting 


| out of the fire” ‘that they were all afraid 


to. venture. If -only the« ceremony” had 
been performed they would have willingly 
risked their lives. 

Suddenly Golzola stepped forward. 

“I fear not death by fire,” he said. 
“And my God can deliver me, if it be 
his will.” 5; aie 

The Chief was so surprised at the bold- 
ness of the youth that he cried in a loud 
voice, “If thou dost save the valuable 
paper for me and livest, thou shalt. build 
the church to the Foreign God whom thou 
dost worship, I swear it before all.” 

The Chief really believed that the boy 
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could not escape alive out of the blazing 
hut, and he knew how pleased the witch 
doctor would be if he perished. 

Golzola plunged into the raging flames. 
Unlike. the -yiclothed people. around, he 
wore a coat\ nd trousers which he had 
taken care to soak in water. But nothing 
could have saved his-tife but the merci- 
ful protection of "God. He found the 
melting box almost immediately; then 
managed to fight his way through the 
smoke, but collapsed on the ground ‘out- 
side. Though badly burned, he soon re- 
covered, and his greatest joy and satis- 
faction was that the vaiuable paper was 
not. damaged. 

As for the Chief, of course he could 
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only confirm his oath. He not only gave 
the land for Golzola’s church, but he also 
withdrew all opposition. 

The witch doctor was very angry, as 
he knew his power over the people would 
soon weaken, for already many were say- 
ing, “It was this boy’s God who saved 
him from the-fire. Surely he is more 
powerful than the Fire-Spirit which had 
not even been given the usual sacrifices 
and worship!” 

So Golzola’s church was built, —a plain 
little reed hut, but it has been a very 
happy place. Many boys and girls, as 
well as their parents, have learned there 
“that the best Friend to have is Jesus” 
—their personal Saviour.

The Triumphal Entry. 
This is our Lord’s entry in humilia- 
tion, The real “triumphal entry” is re- 
corded in Revelation 19: 16-20, Our Lord 
offers himself here officially as King, 
having in his mind Zechariah 9:9. The 
Judzan multitudes acclaimed him as King 
by the act of spreading their garments, 
and by recognizing him as David's Mes- 
sianic Son (vy. 9). The proselytes could 
only call him a prophet (v. 1): The cry 
of “Hosanna,” “Save us,” was one of 
patriotism only (from Rome’s rule). But 
he would answer it in a profounder way 
on Calvary. He had to be the suffering 
Messiah (Isa. 53) before he could be the 
triumphal Messiah; the unreality of the 
multitude’s acclamation is shown by Mat- 
thew 27:25 and John 19: 14, 15.
